DILLON (Ind., Monaghan), who com- 
mented on their procedure of advanc- 
ing up to ten times the value of the 
deposits held by them, and argued that 
for every £1,000 the banks paid 
depositors £10 a year, and advanced 
£10,000 to creditors, for which they 
charged £600 a year. The creation of 
such credit was due to staple national 
conditions, and it was only fair that 
the State should ask the banks to 
advance, free of interest, one-tenth or 
one-fifth of the credit thus created to 
finance the measure, which was intro- 
duced partly in the interests of the 
Joint Stock Banks. 
Mr. W. T. COSGRAVE (F.G.. Cork 
City) said that, by providing £24,000 
as capital of the bank, the Minister 
was departing from the recommenda- 
tion of the Banking Commission. The 
Minister should explain the reason. 
The proposed Central Bank would 
prove more expensive to the banks 
than the Currency Commission. What- 
ever integrity there was in the present 
currency of the country depended more 
on the Joint Stock Banks than on the 
Currency Commission or the new Cen- 
tral Bank. In most countries the main 
concern had been to preserve the 
strength of the existing institutions as 
the foundation of industry and com-

lature. As a Deputy, Dr. Thrift's 


was the representative of a minority 
—a fact of which he never was 
ashamed. Throughout his parlia- 
mentary career he championed the 
cause of the people whom he repre- 
sented, insisting on their right to 
take in the new Ireland that part to 
which their previous contributions 
to national culture entitled them. 
Never an orator, he compelled the 
attention of the most critical 
audience in Ireland by virtue of his 
almost passionate honesty. He was 
one of the few members of Dail 
Eireann who always could be sure 
of a full House; and one or two of 
his speeches will be remembered by 
all who heard them as landmarks in 
the history of the national Parlia- 
ment. William Edward Thrift was 
called to the Provost’s House at a 
critical stage in the history of 
Dublin University. He succeeded a 
great scholar and a great gentleman 
in the person of the late Edward 
Gwynn, who was learned in the 
humanities, and whose name stood 
high in the ranks of contemporary 
men of letters. Dr. Thrift was 
an outstanding mathematician and 
physicist. He also proved himself 
to be a great administrator, and his 
conduct of the University’s affairs 
during the last five years entitled 
him to be numbered among the note- 
worthy Provosts. As a man, he was 
diffident, almost to the point of shy- 
ness; but he had a first-class brain 
and a shrewd sense of reality, which 
enabled him to promote the interests 
of his University to the best pos- 


blow some months ago through the 
death of his eldest son; yet he 
never spared himself, and up to the 
very end he took an intimate 
interest in College affairs. His pass- 
ing is a loss not only to Dublin Uni- 
versity, but also to the Church of 
Ireland, whose financial affairs he 
managed with conspicuous success 
for a number of years. His memory 
will be treasured with affectionate 
respect by thousands of former 
students throughout the world who 
passed through his hands in the 


Physics Laboratory. For more than 


forty years Billie Thrift—as 


Junior Fellow, as lecturer, as a sup- 


porter of College sports, as a friend 


of the undergraduate, and finally as 
Provost—was a beloved personality 
in Trinity College. His epitaph will 


be written in the hearts of his 
friends.

In 1901, following the death of Pro- 
fessor G. F. FitzGerald, Professor 
Thrift was appointed to the Erasmus 
Smith Chair of Natural and Experi- 
mental Philosophy, a position which he 
held until he became a Senior Fellow 
in 1927. For many years he was one 
of the representatives of the Junior 
Fellows on the Board of Trinit 
College. He became Auditor in 1 
Vice-Provost in 1935 and Provost in 


1937, 
LECTURER 


In addition to his heavy teaching 
duties, which included lecturing to 
senior and junior Honour students, as 
well ag to Engineering and Medical 
students, his keen intellect and rapid 
grasp of any subject under discussion 
caused many other tasks to be ‘thrust 
upon him. On the foundation of the 
Irish Free State in 1922 he was elected 
as one of the representatives of Dublin 
University in Dail Eireann, and 
remained a valuable member of that 
body until the abolition of such 
University representation in 1937. He 
acted as Chairman of Joint Committees 
of both Houses of the Oireachtas, and 
was a member of the Second House of 
Oireachtas Commission in 1936. 

For many years he was financial 
adviser to the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland, he was a member 
of the Board of Governors of the 
Erasmus Smith Schools, and also of 
that of the Incorporated Society for 
Promoting Protestant Schools in 
Ireland, and served on numerous other 
boards, councils and committees, in- 
cluding the Council of the Royal 
Dublin Society, of which council he 
was the senior member, having been 
elected as far back as 1902. 

These numerous activities naturally 
made very serious inroads on such time 
as was availablé outside his official 
duties, but did not prevent him from 
successfully g the task of 
to date the 
fourth edition of that Irish scientific 
classic, Preston's Theory of Light.’ 

He married Miss M. Robinson, a 
daughter of the late Dr. C. H. Robin - 
son, who survives him, as does his son, 
Dr. G. B. Thrift, and » hters, 
Mrs. Scales, Mrs. Shank Mrs. 
Clarke. His eldest son, 5 “Ww. H. 
Thrift, died early in 1942, and another 
son died as a boy. 

Professor Thrift was an excellent 
lecturer, especially to students who 
were keen on their work, and a critical 
but sympathetic examiner. He was an 
exceedingly quick thinker, but this in 
no way detracted from the soundness of 
the conclusions at which he arrived. 


To all who had the good fortune to 


study or work under him he was the 
kindest and more considerate of men, 
and they will long remember his name 
with affection and esteem. 

Trinity College can ill afford to lose 
one who has served her so long and 
faithfully, and who, even when his 
reat task as Provost was rendered 
difficult by failing health, still was 
able to use his great intellectual and 
ealing with the many

A Food Insurance Plan 


My friend, Miss McDonald, the 
secretary of Muintir na Tire’s Dublin 
Associated Guild, tells me that several 
business firms are taking steps to see 
that their employés’ larders will not be 
short of potatoes next winter. 

This, understand, is how the 
scheme works: 

For. every three half-crowns now 
sent to Muintir na Tire at 23 St. 
Stephen's Green, eight stone of 
potatoes will be delivered to the 
sender, or his nominee, next September 
or October. 

But nowadays even half-crowns are 
too scarce to risk a six months’ in 
vestment by wage-earners. So the 
employer comes to the rescue, puts up 
the necessary cash, and gets it back in 
small instalments from the weekly or 
monthly pay envelope. 

This is surely an ideal form of thrift- 
insurance. But had nearly over- 
looked one important point. The 
smallest consignment must not be less 
than five hundredweights, which means 
£1 17s. 6d. to be repaid at—shall wo 
say ?—Is.. 6d. a week from the wage- 
earners’ emoluments,
